Oscar B. Fischer of 2048 Russell ave- 
nue, a neighbor and intimate friend of 
Dr. Conrad Baumgartner, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday afternoon 
what he declared was the true and com- 
plete story of the giving of the physi- 
clan's $5000 check to Walter S. Heine- 
man. The check was given July 2, 
following Heineman’s threat to sue Dr. 
Baumgartner for $000 on a charge of 
alienating the affections of Mrs. Heine- 
man. 

Fischer, who says he was a witness 
at the interview at which the check was 
given, declared he was making his state- 
ment as a matter of justice to Dr. 
Baumgartner. He said the check was 
never intended by the physician to be 
cashed, but was written merely to get 
rid of a troublesome pair of callers, 
Heineman and his sister-in-law, and to 
avert a “scene.” 

He said, as did Attorney Charles Fen- 
sky, that Dr. Baumgartner had not 
visited the Circuit Wttorney’s office in 
regard to the matter’ The attorney de- 
clared it must have been someone im- 
personating the doctor, so as to get the 
matter before the: public. 

“On the evening of July 2,” said 
when Dr. Baumgartner’s 12-year-old 
daughter, Marie, came up and asked 
me to go to her home quickly. 

‘*Papa’s in trouble,’ she said. 

“T put on my hat and coat and went 
with her, and was met by Mrs. Baum- 
gartner. She was greatly agitated, and 
said that the doctor was having trouble 
in the office. She led me through the 
house and to the waiting room of the 
doctor’s office. : 

Sent the Patients Away.

John Jackson, @ negro youth, was in- 
stantly killed and his employer, Emil 
Hoefer, a truck gardener, from Ches- 
terfield Postoffice, St. Louis County, was 
badly hurt when a speeding Lee avenue 
car, eastbound, struck the wagon in 
which they .were riding at Thirteenth 
and Carr streets, about 5:30 a. m.

PASTOR TO RESIGN 


Her Mother Says Rev. W. T. 
Dunn Sought to Meet 
Daughter Clandestinely.

Missives Contain Assertions Such 
‘‘! Love You Better 
Than Jesus.”

Love letters written to a young un- 
married woman and containing such ar- 


dent assertions as ‘I love you better 


than Jesus,’’ have caused the Rev. W. 
T. Dunn, father of eight children, to re- 
sign from the pastorate of the Dewey 
Avenue Methodist Episcopal Church in 
Granite City and to withdraw from the 


Southern Illinois conference of the 


church. 

The letters were writen to Miss Estelle 
Massey, 19 years old, and were unsigned. 
The young woman’s mother, Mrs. Jo- 
seph Mikschl of 2034 Illinois avenus. 
Granite City, found the letters and took 
them to the Rev. Dr. F. H. Knight, 
of Edwardsville, superintendent of the 
district. A meeting of the Rev. Dunn, 
Dr. Knight, Miss Massey and Mrs. 
Mikschl followed and the pastor ad- 
mitted having written the letters, Dr. 
Knight said. 

Members of the Dewey 
Church, attending a session of the dis- 
trict conference in their church -build- 
ing Thursday night, -.-were astounded 
when Dr. Knight announced the with- 
drawal of their pastor and gave the 
reason, The Rev. Dunn had been pas- 
tor of the church two years and his 
religious zeal and untiring efforts for 
the congregation had made him popu- 
lar. 

The private conference at which the 
Rev. Dunn admitted authorship of the 
letters was most dramatic, according 
to Dr. Knight’s account. The Rev. 
Dunn evidently had not guessed that 
his love for the pretty young member 
of his congregation had been discovered 
and.the revelation was a shock that 
unnerved him. : 

*‘Mrs. Mikschl, Miss Massey and T 
went to Mr. Dunn’s home and I read 
the letters aloud,” said Dr. Knight. 
‘When I finished I asked Miss Massey 
who wrote them, and she told me. M 
Dunn made no denial of her charge: 
but threw his hands up in dismay, be- 
gan weeping and admitted he had writ- 
ten the letters.’ 

Requested to Resign. 

On the pastor’s admission, Dr. Knighi 
requested him to resign and surrender 
his credentials, with a trial by the con- 
ference as the alternative. The pas- 
tor resigned, but Dr. Knight said the 
conference would reserve the right of a 
trial should one seem desirable later. 

When seen at her home Friday by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, Mrs. Mikschl 
was sobbing so that she could hardly 
talk. She said her daughter had gone 
away. 

‘Mr. Dunn has been attentive to my 
daughter a long time and frequently 
during the last six months he tried to 
arrange clandestine meetings with her. 
His attentions of late were so marked 
that she had to stay away from church. 
So far as I know, he never met her 
except when she was with me. 

‘“‘My daughter had tried every way 
to avoid Mr. Dunn, but he persisted 
in his attentions to her. When he learn- 
ed that I had found the letters he came 
to my home and tried to induce me to 
say nothing about the discovery. I 
then ordered him out of the house and 
have not seen him since. That was 
either Monday or Tuesday of this 
week.” 

Girl Greatly Embarrassed. 

Miss Massey’s friends describe her as 
a pretty girl of plump figure and hav- 
ing brown hair and a fair complexion. 
She is modest and retiring and has been 
greatly embarrassed by the pastor’s at- 
tentions, her acquaintances say. 

At the Rev. Dunn’s home a reporter 
got no answer to the bell. Neighbors 
said the pastor had gone away and that 
other members of the family were at 
home packing their furniture for ship- 
ment from the city. Mrs. Dunn, accord- 
ing to friends of the family, still is 
loyal to her husband and says she will 
live with him in the new home he se- 
lects. 

A reporter for th3 Post-Dispatch found 
Mrs. Dunn at her home, packing her 
furniture for shipment. She declared a 
belief in her husband’s innocence ani 
said she loved him and will stay with 
him, 

“Mr. Dunn has gone to St. Louis io 
get a piano box,” she said, “and ws are 
making arrangements to get out of 
Granite City at once. I do not know 
where we will go, but my husband wiil 
take up independent evangelistic work, 
as he feels that he can serve the Lord 
better in that capacity than he could as 
a& member of a conference.

The best summary of Nogi’s person- 
ality was written by himself in a letter 
to the Minister of War after the fall of 
Port Arthur: 

“I wish you all the compliments of 
the season. The feeling I have at this 
moment is solely one of anguish and 
humiliation that I should have expended 
so many lives, so much ammunition, 
and such a long time upon an unaccom- 
plished task. * * * At last Gen. Stas- 
sel’s patience has been exhausted, and 
he has surrendered the fortress. I have 
no excuse to offer to my Sovereign and 
to my countrymen for this unscientific, 
unstrategical combat of brute force. 
8. Reed thank you heartily for your 
kind condolence on the deaths of my 
sons, and I beg you to forgive my long 
display of military unskillfulness. 

Count Nogi was an ascetic warrior of 
the ‘old Samurai school. He began his 
military studies when only 14, and for 
40 years he was identified with the rise 
of the new Japan. He helped to organ- 
ize the army that afterwards proved its 
prowess in Manchuria. He captured 
Port Arthur by a single assault when 
China and Japan were at war, and the 
same task was given him when Japan 
declared war against her more formid- 
able neighbor, Russia. 

Two of Gen. Nogi’s sons were killed 
during the great siege. One lost his 
life at Nanshan, the other at 208-Meter 
Hill.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 13.—The 
Federal grand jury took up today the 
alleged smuggling plot. headed by Mrs. 
Ethel Hall, now in the county jail, in 
which were involved several of the most 
prominent Chinese merchants in San 
Francisco, some of whom are now under 
bonds.

Said to Have Never Recovered 
From Effects of Bitter Dis- 
appointment in Council. 


William Charles Schutz, former mem- 
ber of the City Councii, and vice-presi- 
dent of the F. R. Rice Mercantile Cigar 
Co., died of heart disease after a six- 
days’ illness at his home, 3001 Rauschen- 
bach avenue, at 8:30 a. m. Friday. 
After being at Atlantic City nearly 
three months, Schutz returned to St. 
Louis with his wife and three daughters 
Thursday of last week. At that time he 
was apparently in good health. Friday 
he visited his firm’s office and jokingly 
remarked that, although he was 56 years 
old, his vacation had made him feel 10 
years younger. 

Saturday he became ill. It was at first 
thought that stomach trouble was the 
cause, but consulting physicians diag- 
nosed his malady as a heart affection 


| which, they said, was incurable. 


In the week that followed the vital- 
ity of the once vigorous worker and bat- 
tler for the city’s rights gradually de- 


creased. When the end came Friday his 


passing was so quiet that sorrowing 
members of the family at his bedside 
thought he had sunk into a gentle sleep. 

His friends point out that few men 
who have served St. Louis in an official 
capacity ever gave a greater measure 
of public service than did Schutz. 

All of His Time tc City. 

While he was in the City Council, from 
the spring of 1909 until his tearful resig- 
nation in March, 1911, his name was a 
synonym for earnestness, zeal and in- 
dustry. Though his salary ag Council- 
man was only $2% a month, he was at 
his desk in the Council chamber every 
week-day from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m, 

While other members contented them- 
selves with attending the twice-a-week 
meetings Schutz devoted all of his 
working hours to the city’s service. 

Many of his friends believe that he 
never recovered from the bitter dis- 
appointment which led him to write 
his resignation and walk out of the 
Council chamber, saying that he would 
never return. 

When the news of his death reached 
the city hall it was recalled that on 
the memorable night of his resigna- 
tion he wept and said: 

“IT have met disappointments in the 
past, 
body blow,” 

Thought Ingratitude His Reward. 

Schutz never ceased to believe that 
ingratitude had been his only reward 
for faithful service. Since his resig- 
nation he had frequently said that his 
best efforts had been misunderstood 
and that after seeing the way he had 
been treated it would be more diffi- 
cult than ever to induce conscientious 
and public spirited men to hold pub- 
lic office in St. Louis. 

Schutz had not long been in the 
Council when he showed his fighting 
spirit. Almost single-handed he led the 
opposition to the Terminal Association 
when it asked the vacation of city 
streets through the valuable Ranken 
tract, 

‘‘Before you ask for more favors you 
must abolish the bridge arbitrary,’’ 
thundered Schutz. His attitude on 
this point brought forth a storm of 
criticism. But he won. 

On many other public questions 
Schutz showed his zeal in the public 
interest. His integrity and singleness 
of purpose in these fights were neve: 
questioned. 

Wanted Bill Delayed, 

Schutz was chairman of the commit- 
tee which had“tn hand a bill prepared 
by the Public Service Commission, pro- 
viding for a reduction In Union Elec- 
tric light rates. He recommended that 
action on the bill be delayed. Other 
members of the Council held a caucus 
and decided the bill should be put on its 
passage at once, 

Alleging that a caucus should not have 
been held without his consent as chair- 
man of the Public Improvements Com- 
mittee, Schutz wrote out his resigna- 
tion and left the room. After nearly 
every member of the Council had plead-

Howes, investigator for the Comptrol- 
ler’s office. 

At the conclusion of the hearing, at 
2:20 p. m., President Reber of the board 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter that no 
criminal act had been shown, but that 
there were indications of negligence. or 
incapability in the conduct of the of- 
fice, and some irregularities, and that 
the board would consider the question 
of reducing Gilmore in rank. The board 
has power to remove the supervisor of 
plumbing. 

Reber was much incensed at the ac- 
tion of Howes in going to Assistant Cir- 
cult Attorney Rosskopf with the mat- 
ter Thursday afternoon, before the 
board had heard it. He said Howes 
should have told his story to the board 
first, before rushing to the grand jury. 
Reber did not seem to think the case, as 
thus far developed, was one for the 
grand jury. 

Heating Plant Work. 

One of the charges outlined py Gil- 
more himself to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter was that city employes worked 

‘on a heating plant at his home on the 
eity’s time. Reber said this fact was 
established, but that it was also true 
that, on those parts of days when the 
men did the work, they had already 
done their required work for the city. 
The same was true at the home of a 
friend of Gilmore’s, where the sams 
mén put in a bathroom — connection, 
Reber said. 

Gilmore’s friends declared he had act- 
ved wisely in being the first to make 
“public the charges against himseif, so 
far as he was able to learn what they 
were. He got his information from in- 
quiries made by Howes among his sub- 
ordinates. 

Some Probable Charges. 

While Reber and the Mayor were still 
preserving secrecy about the case, Gil- 
more made a statement embodying the 
four charges which, .he said, Howes 
would probably make against him. These 
charges, as published in late editions of 
Thursday’s Post-Dispatch, were: 

(i) That a plumbing supply com- 
Pany, in return for official favors 
rendered by Gilmore, had given him 
a new heating plant for his home at 
2308 Arsenal street, and that the 
work of installing the plant had been 
done by employes of the plumbing 
inspection department, on the city’s 
time, 








@) That Gilmore had received an 
automobile as a gift from the same 
firm. 

(3) That when new plumbing was 
installed in the city hospital, Gil- 
more’s checking up of the supplies 
did not correspond with that made by 
Howes. 

(4) That he accepted money from 
plumbers who were to do special 
work at city institutions. 

Gilmore displayed receipts for the pvr- 
chase price of his heating plant, which 
he said he bought at the regular rare. 
He also showed receipts for payments 
on his automobile, which he said he 
beught on installments, still owing the 

ater part of the price. Hs denied the 

c as to taking money from plurb- 
ers, and said the matter of the hospita! 
plumbing was due to a difference be- 
tween his method of checking and thet 
used by Howes. 

7 Orders Tenant to Vacate. 

One of his subordinates, Thomas Court,

ALASKA ENTRIES 
TO BE CANCELED 


Claims That Contributed to 
Ballinger-Pinchot Contro- 
versy Disposed Of. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—All 33 Sso- 


called Cunningham Alaska coal land 
claims involving alleged fraudulent 
blanket patents, which contributed to 
the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy, have 
been disposed of finally by the Interior 
Department. 

The appeals have been decided ad- 
versely, and Secretary Fisher has di- 
rected the immediate execution of the 
decisfon of Commissioner Dennett of 
the General Land Office, who held the 
claims were. improperly allowed and 
that the entries should be canceled. 
Secretary Fisher took this final action 
on his second review of the cases. 

No more of the real’ Cunningham 
claims are pending, though the Interior 
Department is regularly passing upon 
other Alaskan claims somewhat similar 
to those of the Cunningham 4roup. Of 
a thousand or more, 300 already have 


been disallowed. 
Secretary’s Decision. 


In the final decision the name of Cun-. 


ningham figures but twice in the list of 
the 33 patentees, J. G. Cunnigham and 
Clarence Cunnigham appear and the 
other 31 are under a variety of names. 

Secretary Fisher‘s decision in part 
follows: 

“I have again reviewed the cases. No 
new considerations are presented in the 
argument, although it contains many 
statements, reflecting upon the animus 
and attitude of the commissioner which 
are, in my opinion, totally unwarranted. 


Holds Findings Correct. 

“After full consideration I am of the 
opinion that the findings of fact and 
the conclusions both of law and fact of 
the Commissioner as expressed in his 
opinion tn these cases are correct, and 
they are hereby adopted as the findings 
and conclusions, both of law and of 
fact, of the department. The decision 
of the Commissioner in each of said 
cases is affirmed. 

“The applicants have had a ‘full and 
fair hearing both before the Commis- 
sioner and myself and, indeed, the con- 
sideration by me of this appeal has in all 
respects also the effect of a rehearing 
of the case after my own decision. The 
decision will, therefore, be carried into 
immediate effect and the entries can- 
celled."’ 

The Cunningham claims had an ag- 
gregate area of 5250 acres and their 
value ran high into the millions. It had 
been alleged that the Morgan-Gug- 
genheim syndicate owned the blanket 
claims of the Cunninghams and their 
associates.

| SANTO DOMINGO 





Warship’s to Be Sent to Island 
Where Revolution Threatens 
American Interests. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—The United 
States is about to intervene in Santo 
Domingo. 

Warships will be dispatched at once 
to the island. A revolution has broken 
out which threatens American and oth- 
er foreign interests. 

The customs houses of the island 
eontrolled by the United States by 
treaty, must be protected against 
seizure by the revolutionists. 

Further than that, advices today 
conveyed news of so serious nature 
that the State Department began 
preparations for immediate activity. 

Boats 3 Days From Island. 

The gunboat Wheeling at Guanta- 
namo, the gunboat Tacoma at Blue- 
fields, Nicaragua, and the. protected 
cruiser Des Mpines at Key West, each 
carrying a corfplement of marines 
and a full crew of bluejackets are the 
most available forces for the work, 
None is more than three days away 
from the isltnd. The gunboat Petrel 
is already in Santo Domingo waters. 

The latest outbreak is believed to be 
promoted by the prime movers in the 
recent insurrection, which culminated in 
the battle of Dajabon, Aug. 4-6, when 
that place was taken by the rebels. 

Latest reports to the State Depart- 
mgnt indicate that notwithstanding re- 
assuring promises from the Dominican 
Government, the revolution never has 
been completely suppressed but has 
smoldered only to break out afresh and 
with greater intensity: 

Officials here believe the moventent 
has been foment2d by a-junta in New 
York. Gen. Horatio Vasquez, a promi- 
nent member of the Cabinet of President 
Caceres, who was assassinated last No- 
vember, and a candidate for the presi- 
Gency when Gen. Euladig Victoria was 
eleated, is believed to be interested in if. 
When Victoria assumed ths presidential 
chair Vasquez fled to Haiti and after- 
ward was reported in New York.

PARIS, ‘Sept. — “We must revo- 
lutionize our methods of teaching 
modern languages before we can hope 
for further protitaDdte intellectual and 
commercial intercourse in Europe,” 
said Dr. Nicholas Murray, Butler, 
president of Columbia University. 
“Children in the schools must actu- 
ally speak French and German with 
an attempt at pure accent instead of 
merely picking out a few passages 
from a book, ag at present. 

“When we began teaching lan- 
guages in the American universities 
we imported foreign instructors, The 
foreigners, however, could not main- 
tain discipline and were gradually re- 
placed’ by native teachers, many of 
whom, though excellent’ scholars 
themselves, were hardly able to con- 
verse in a foreign tongue. 

“The belief hag arisen that it is un- 
necessary really to speak French and 
German. Thousands of educated 
Americans visiting Europe annually 
are proving the fallacy of this dic- 
tum, English certainly is suffivient 
to carry tourist parties from hotel 
to hotel, but it is impossible to ob- 
tain a true idea of foreign lands and 
their valuable culture without being 
able to converse with the inhatitants, 

“Interchange of professors in Amer- 
ica and European universities, so 
beneficial to the cause both of inter- 
national peace and _ international 
scholarship, positively cannot be de- 
veloped properly because so few 
American professors are to be had 
who can talk to a French or a Ger- 
man audience. The choice should be 
from 6000 professors, byt the number 
is really nearer 25.”

His 
wife met the judgment by pawning 
her jewels. And she made the sacrifice 
cheerfully and solely at the dictate of 
her heart. It is not believed that the 
old General was consulted; he probably 
Would not have countenanced it had he 
known of it. 


Report of Reconciliation, 
Upon Mrs. Sickles’ arrival in this city 


from Europe in September, 1908, it was 
reported that she and the General were 
tc be reconciled after being parted near- 
ly aree decades... This report was first 
met with an emphatical denial that the 
couple ever had been estranged. Mrs. 
Sickles was accompanied by her son, 
Stanton. They were staying at the Bre- 
voort and there the young man made 
the statement that Mrs. Sickles had 
merely separated from the General to 
be with her mother until she died. . 

Mrs. Sickles’ father was a Spanish 
Councillor ‘of State. After she married 
Gen. Sickles they lived in Madrid and 
then went to Paris. Mrs. Sickles’ moth- 
er, who was an invalid, grieved for her 
caughter and wished her to return and 
remain with her until she died. This 
plan, according to young Sickles, did 
not meet with the General’s approval 
and he refused to return to Spain to 
live. So the couple sensrated, the young 
wife going to her mother, with whom 
she remained tiil her parent died, which 
was not long before Mrs. Sickles re- 
turned to New York, four years ago. In 
all the time she was parted from her 
husband he had sent ee an allowance 
annually. 

Soon after, it was said, Mrs. Sickles 
and her son went to live in an apart- 
ment in the General’s Fifth Avenue 
house. Often the mother and son were 
seen driving on the avenue, while the 
old General could be seen sitting in his 
favorite chair by the parlor window of 
his apartment, on the ground floor. All 
ebout him was his almost priceless col- 
lection of art objects and rare editions. 
The General was happiest when han- 
dling his fine books and gazing fondly 
at his rare bric-a-brac and statues that 
he had been years collecting. 

Now, it is said, the General and his 
wife will be reconciled.

Gibson will seek to prove that the 
elaborate fabric built around the death 
of the woman, involving not only 
charges of forgery and perjury against 
him, but providing a motive for mur- 
‘der, rests on a false foundation arising 
out of a confusion of identities. Gibson 
declares he will produce the muther of 
the woman, to whom she ‘eft the 
her property under the will which made 
him executor. This woman, Mrs. Pe- 
tronelila Mens¢chik, he asserted, resides 
in New York City.

Gibson admitted he had visited the 
two Mre. Menschiks, who declared that 
they had been approached by a lawyer 
who asked of each of them if her name 
Was not Petronella Menschik and tried 
to interest her fn his story of a will by 
which a sum of money had been be- 
queathed to her.

ST. LOUIS AND CHICAGO. 
An article in the Railway Age Gazette of Chi- 


sas City with that of St. Louis in the matter of 
unifying and expanding railroad terminals, puts 
St. Louis in an unfavorable light. St. Louis is 
accused of strangling commerce by refusing to 
permit the St. Louis Terminal Railway Associa- 
tion to enlarge its facilities. 

Unlike Chicago and Kansas City, St. Louis has 
had an extraordinary condition to deal with: 
It has had a terminal monopoly combine which 
held all the railroad gateways into the city and 
levied special discriminating tolls on St. Louis 
commerce, Every railroad that entered St. Louis 
was forced into this combine and to support 
its monopoly charges and practices. Every rail- 
road was bound to use only the Terminal com- 
bine’s bridges and facilities. For years tolls 
were charged on every pound of freight and every 
These tolls were 
charged only against St. Louis. St. Louis was 
off the railroad map and was compelled to pay, 
through bridge arbitraries, the cost and oper- 
ating expenses of all St. Louis bridges and 
terminals. 

The railroad combine strangled St. Louis com- 
merce and hampered its growth. It was not 
St. Louisans, but the railroads, that were guilty 
of narrowness of policy. It was only by persist- 
ent fighting, by refusing to grant franchises and 
attacking the combine at every point and by 
every available means that St. Louis has been 
able to loosen the railroad combine’s strangle- 


The railroads conceded the justice of St. Louis’ 
demands when they put St. Louis on the map 
and abolished tolls on all traffic beyond the 100- 
mile zone. But even now, when the United 
States Supreme Court has exposed and con- 
demned the railroad combine as a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and has ordered it to elimi- 
nate all monopoly practices and charges, the 
railroads still cling tenaciously to the remnant 
of discriminating tolls for which this monopoly 
combine was originally organized. 

All of these facts and conditions are now 
known to all St. Loulsans. We rehearse them 
solely to point out the great difference between 
the situations in St. Louis and the situation in 
Chicago and Kansas City. In Chicago and Kan- 
sas City independent railroads have organized 
co-operative terminals for the common welfare: 
In St. Louis a railroad combine nas used com-

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AN OLD FASHIONED VICTORY. 


From the New York World. 

For six years past Maine's State elec- 
tions have turned chiefly upon the liquor 
issue. Two years ago, an off-year, the 
Democrats carried the State by a plu- 
rality of 8753, but four years ago a truer 
basis for comparison, the Republican 
plurality was 7653. Eight years ago it 
was 2,000 and 12 years 34,132. This year 
it falls below 4000. 

More important ag illustrating the p;\- 
litical trend, however, is the total vote 
of parties. Since 1900 the Democratic 
vote has increased from 30,000 to 67,000, 
and the Republican vote has decreased 
from 74,000 to 71,000. Compared with the 
September vote of 1908, the Democrats 
this year gain about 1000 and the Re- 
publicans lose about 2000. 

Two years ago, in September, the 
Democratic vote was 73,000 and Repub- 
lican vote only 64,000, but the issue of 
1910 was sharply drawn between prohi- 
bition and anti-prohibition. This year, 
with a close union for local spoils pur- 
poses between the Taft and Roosevelt 
forces, the Republicans carry the State 
by the smallest, plurality ever recorded 
by them. 

In November there will be two Re- 
publican tickets in Maine. If the party 
splits in that State as it did a few days 
ago in Vermont, six-tenths going to 
Taft, three-tenths to Roosevelt and one- 
tenth to the Democrats, the result will 
be something like this: 

Wilson, 74,000. 

Taft, 42,600. 

Roosevelt, 21,400.

To Emphasize the Resources 
of 1,345,000 Acres Which 
Will Be Opened. 











GREAT PROGRESS MADE 





Little Ambition Formerly Was 
Shown by Sioux in Direc- 
tion of Farming. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. - 

HELENA, Mont., Sept. 13.—An agricul- 
tural fair-to be held Oct. 1 at Poplar, 
this State, by the Indians of the Fort 
Peck Reservation. will emphasize the 
great natural resources of 1,346,000 acres 
that will be thrown open for homesteads 
next spring. The total acreage of the 
reservation is 2,068,698 and the Indians 
have been allotted 723,698 acres. This 
will be the last opening of a large tract 
to homesteaders. 

The origin of this agricultural -fair, 
which will do much to attract neighbors 
for the Indians, is due to Louis Hiii, 
chairman of the Board of Directors of 
the Great Northern Railway, although 
« fair wag not Hill’s definite plan. 


Saw Lack of Ambition. 
A year ago Hill’s attsntion was called 


to the lack of ambition of the Sioux 


Indians as farmers and he thought of a 
plan to stir them up a bit before they 
would be called upon to become active 
competitors of the whites, who would 
move into the reservation on the formal 
opening. 

So Hill invited the Sioux Chief and a 
rumber of the leading men of the tribe 
to go to New York to attend the Land 
Show. The Indians accepted and what 
they saw arous3d them. The direct re- 
sult is that 3800 acres were cultivated 
this year by Indians against 1500 last 
year and the Agricultural Fair was ar- 
ranged to show their products.

Statement by Expert. 

Prof. Thomas Shaw, an agricultural] 
vk<pert, has recently bsen inspecting the 
l‘ort Peck Reservation and concerning 
ithe lands open to settlement he says: 

“On the supposition that the land will 
be devoted to the growing of wheet on 
the summer fallow plan, which would 
mean that one-half the area would be in 
crop at one time, and on the further 
supposition that the wheat would yield 
25 bushels per acre, which is a moderate 
estimate, the aggregate production 
would be 19,312,500 bushels. If this land 
should be entirely devoted to the grdw- 
ing of barley on the summer fallow plan 
the yield would be 30,900,000 bushels, as 
barley grown on such land should aver- 
age 40 bushels per acre. If the entire area 
were devoted to the growing of oats, the 
total production would be 38,625,000 bush- 
els, as 60 bushels per acre would not be 
an extravagant estimate for land thus 
farmed.” 

These totals indicate the wealth that 
awaits those successful in finding homes 
in the new district.

Although the outcome of the struggle 
for the team title in the Western cham- 
pionship track meet, which will be held 
on the C, B. C. campus Saturday, is in 
doubt, it is the consensus of opinion 
among those who should know that 
many new records will be hung up. 

Last year the Kansas City A. C. won 
the point banner with a grand total of 
9. The M. A. C. was second with 23. 
These same clubs again will strive for 
honors, but there is another and a dan- 
gerous competitor for the team honors. 
That great trinity of athletes—Nichol- 
son, Kirksey and Thatcher—from Mis- 
souri University, threaten to prove a 
potent factor in the’ big games and on 
their showing may depend the ultimate 
result of the struggle for team honors. 

Missouri! U. is not a member of the 
Western Association and therefore Kirk- 
sey, Nicholson and Thatcher cannot rep- 
resent their school in the big meet. 
However, they will compete unattached 
and their victories naturally will re- 
dound to the credit of the State Uni- 
versity. Indeed they may win the meet, 
so uncertain is the strength of the M. 
A. C, and K. C. A, C. teams. 

Record Sure to Fall. 

But regardless of the outcome of the 
team competition, it is safe to say that 
the old records—many of which have 
been standing for five years—will not 
survive Saturday’s attack. One has only 
to scan the present records to reach that 
conclusion. 

For instance, in the high hurdles the pres- 
ent mark is 153-5 seconds, held by Harry 
Kiener, the M. A, C. racer. John Nichol- 
son of Missouri has been clearing the sticks 
consistently around the 151-5 mark and is 
prepared Saturday to do his best. Then in 
the low hurdles the present mark is 26 1-5 
seconds, held by Frank Mason, the former 
Central High star, who made his record 
while running in the M. A. C. colors in 
1906. Guy Kirksey of Missouri has been 
clocked at 244-5 for the low hurdles, and 
if he’s in shape Saturday he should erase 
Mason’s old record. 

The pole vault record of 11 feet 101-3 
inches should be shattered by either Blewett 
Wagoner or A. B. Lambert, both of whom 
will compete for the M. A. C. Lambert 
holds the present record, but Wagoner has 
been credited with 12 feet 9% inches, a 
performance he uncorked in the Yale meet 
this year. 

Here’s a Star. 

John McCawley, the M. A. C. sprinter, has 
been negotiating the 100 and 220 yard 
dashes in close to world’s record time, and 
if he’s in shape Saturday he surely will 
equal or beat the present marks of 94-5 and 
213-5. Lee Talbott may hang up a batch 
of records for the weight events, but fn as 
much as Talbott now holds all four records 
there isn’t much interest in these events, as 
an alien athlete seems to have them 
clinched. Hans Wulff of the M. A. C. and 
Thatcher of Missouri are the 
men aside from Talbott. 

One mark now on the W. A. A. U. books 
seems secure. ‘Nig’? Warner, a former 
Blees Military Academy football star, who 
later -represented the M. A. C, and cleared 
28 feet 4 inches in the broad jump, is al- 
most assured of retaining his place on the 
record books. Nicholson’s best performance 
in this event is 22 feet 10 inches, which is 
ene-half a foot shy of the present record. 

Reed Will Be Missed. 

The loss of Reed is a severe blow to the 
Kansas City A. C. team. It may mean that 
the M. A. C. will cop the point banner this 
year, as the eleventh-hour addition of Wag- 
oner and Lambert will surely help Dr. Bas- 
sett’s squad.
